Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  Section  8 
of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic 
Allotment  Act,  Part  VII,  Southern  Region 
Bulletin  10 1,1  as  Amended,  is  hereby  fur¬ 
ther  amended  as  follows: 

Section  73  is  amended  by  the  addition 
of  the  following  new  subsection  (f ) : 

(f)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  above  subsections  of  this  section  73, 
the  payment  to  producers  furnishing 
water  for  the  production  of  rice  for  a 
share  of  the  rice,  or  the  proceeds  thereof, 
shall  be  computed  at  the  same  rates  and 
under  the  same  conditions  outlined  above, 
except: 

1.  The  maximum  payment  shall  be 
computed  on  the  basis  of  such  producer’s 
share  of  the  rice  grown  on  all  farms  on 
which  he  shares  in  the  production  of  rice, 
but  not  in  excess  of  his  rice  base  acreage, 
and 

2.  A  deduction  from  the  producer’s 
maximum  payment  shall  be  made  at  the  I 
rate  of  4  percent  for  each  one  percent  of  | 
his  rice  base  acreage  by  which  his  share 
of  the  1937  rice  acreage  on  all  farms  to 
which  he  has  allocated  rice  acreage  ex¬ 
ceeds  his  rice  base  acreage,  and 

3.  A  deduction  from  the  producer’s 
maximum  payment  shall  be  made  at  the 
rate  of  one  percent  for  each  percent  of 
his  rice  base  acreage  by  which  his  share 
of  the  1937  rice  acreage  on  all  farms  on

which  he  shares  in  the  production  of  rice 
is  in  excess  of  the  larger  of  the  following: 

(1)  His  rice  base  acreage. 

(2)  His  share  of  the  planted  rice  acre¬ 
age  on  all  farms  to  which  he  allocated 
rice  acreage. 

The  provisions  of  this  Amendment  20 
shall  be  effective  as  of  October  14,  1937, 
so  as  to  be  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the 
“Order  Increasing  the  Allowances,  Deduc¬ 
tions,  and  Rates  of  Payment  Under  the 
1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
in  the  East  Central,  Northeast,  North 
Central,  Southern,  and  Western  Regions” 
issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on 
October  14,  1937.*

Determination  of  Proportionate  Shares 
for  Farms  in  Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area 
for  1938  Crop
